SOME 14-YEAR-OLD girls who 
are invited to school dances vy 
non-Jewish boys can’t understand 
why they should not be allowed 
te accept these dates 

“After all, it’s only a dance,” 
they plead. [’m not going to 
marry him.” Where parents have 
laid down the law, these dates 
are refused. Under protest, but 
nonetheless—refused. While the 
girls can not see the wistiom of 
the law, they obey because it is 
the law.

Berger countered the sugges 
tion that a Jewish cook be hired 
for each Sunday with an infer- 
ence that this might net meet 
with the approval of the Polish 
government. Since the Commu- 
nist government of Poland op- 
serves no Sabbath, there did not 
seem to be much validity to noi 
hiring a Jewish replacement on 
this basis ° 

THIS. BROUGHT forth from 
Joint's: representative, “Well, it 
is difticult to find someone willing 
to accept part-time work.”

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Real Estate Authority Defends Housing Bias: 
Contractor Tells How Jewish Buyers Are Thwarted 


NEW YORK (P-O) —A Con- 
necticut contractor described the 
“gentlemen's agreement” that 
excludes .Jewish home-buyers 
from certain towns when he ap- 
peared on an NBC educational 
TV program telecast recently 
while a national] rea) estate auth- 
ority defended the practice. 


THE CONTRACTOR, who has 


built and sold homes throughout 
the country, said in an interview 
filmed. in Darien, Conn.: 

“In Darien, in New Canaan, in 
Greenwich there’s a sort of un- 
official conspiracy among the 
people ‘of the town and the brok- 
erage houses to exclude Jewish 
buyers:from these towns. 

“NOW; TT'S NOT in every 
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sense a firm racial prejudice, yet

people in these towns.” 

The. contractor, referred to as 
“Finneran,” added that some, 
brokers will, “in cases where: 
they are liberal and _ friendly 
types, acquaint the Jewish appli- 
cant and prospective buyer with 


the local level and point out to 
him the discomfort for him and 
his family and children in school 
and so forth and advise him 
against buying. 


“OTHERS WILL sell proper- 
ties at excessive prices, on the 
wrong side of town, or discour- 
teously treat these people after 
showing them a couple of proper- 
ties—tell them that is al) they 
have to show, and avoid the 
issue.” 

Appearing on the same pro- 
gram, Alan Emlen, director of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, commented that 
“housing is the one commodity 
in America that people can’t buy 
in the open market. You can 
buy soap and cars and theatre 
tickets, but not housing.” 


ASKED WHICH comes first— 
the right of the individual to live 
wherever he chooses, or the 
right of the property owner to 
dispose of his property as he 
chooses—Emlen said: 

“The right of the property 
owner to dispose of his property 
as he chooses . . . I think you| 
can say a man is entitled to his 
own prejudices, as you can’t 
legislate that prejudice out of 
existence.” | 
HE ADDED that “ihe right of 
the individual to dispose of his 
property as he wishes is the | 
most important civil right of the | 
so-called civil rights.”

— In the first 
shock of the 
announcement 
that such riot- 
ing was taking 
place, there 
was a tendency 
to exaggerate 
the extent of 
the disturb- 
ee ances and the 
Alpert damage caused. 
Indeed, the press reports sounded 
so much more awful than what 
we residents of Haifa witnessed, 
that one is led to discount all 
such stories of street rioting. 
wherever they take place. 

While we must not minimize 
the seriousness of what occurred, 
the most significant fact is that 
these are the first such violent 
demonstrations in the State of 
Israel. Groups have previously 
expressed their dissatisfaction 








with’ conditions or policies by 
staging strikes, parades, mass- 
meetings, or similar displays, It 
is a remarkable fact that immi- 
giants from North Africa or 
Asiatic countries,:who have been 
raised on this sort..of . violent 
demonstration, have. heretofore 
become Westernized to: the ex- 
tent of controlling their protests. 
THIS FACT was brought home 
to me most strikingly by a young 
associate of mine who hails from 
Egypt. He was not in the least 
upset by the news of what had 
transpired in Haifa and Beer- 
sheba. This sort of thing was 
a common, almost every-day oc- 
currence where he came from 
Whenever people found some- 
thing they did not like, they 
went on a rampage. They burned 
cars, smashed in plate glass win- 
dows, indulged in some looting, 
ang generally “acted up” until 
the excitement had passed. 
ANYONE who knows the Mid- 
dle East is familiar with this 
pattern. That is why most stores 
in this part of the world don't 
leave plate glass windows un- 
guarded, and close up at night 


with steel shutters that lock 
everything in securely, 

Immigrants to Israel from Mo- 
rocco, Tunis, Algiers, Egypt. or 
Iraq had come to regard this as 
a. perfectly natural method of 
expressing protest, and I re- 
peat that their failure to indulge 
in this sort of thing in Israel up 
to now has been most. encourag- 
ing. 

BUT WHAT happened now? 
What. made the new. discipline 
crack? ° 

The immediate explanation is 
te be found in the approaching 
elections. The dozen or more po- 
litical parties are already en- 
gaged in criticism and recrimi- 
nations, and are seeking support 
of the electorate. Grievances are 
magnified and distored to serve 
political ends, ang petty dema- 
gogues seek to set themselves 
up as local ward bosses, able ‘to 
“control” blocs of voters and “de- 
liver” them. 

This sort of thing is bad 
enough under a two-party sys- 
tem, but it is infinitely worse in 
the curse of Israel's multi-party 





system. 





Proper Perspective 


THE SITUATION was by no 

means helped when one labor 
leader, insinuating that the agita- 
ters Were anti-ieftists, warned 
that the working classes of Haifa 
would know how to'put an end 
to these riots if the police could 
not handle the situation. 
- Memories at once ran back to 
the street clashes with the Orth- 
odox fanatics.in Jerusalem a few 
years ago, when labor storm 
troops were brought frem ail 
parts of the country to serve as 
an army of private vigilantes. 
This would be compounding the 
crime many times, and the local 
chief of police at once announced 
that he would not permit any 
private bodies to take the law 
into their own hands. 


CRIMINAL elements are al- 
Ways quick to take advaniage 
of such tempestuous uprisings to 
engage in looting under cover 
of excitement. America has had 
its own experience with this 
sort of thing during earthquake. 
hurricane, and in one case a po- 
lice strike. 


Of course the basic fact re- 





mains ‘that large numbers of 
recent immigrants to Israel are 
still living under sub-standard 
conditions. Employment is spora- 
cic; housing inadequate. 


These conditions ‘are noi pecu- 
liar to Jews of any one national 
origin, Rumanians and Bulgarians 
live under conditions as bad as 
those of Moroccans. The impor- 
tant thing is that both groups 
require help. 


IF THERE is discrimination, 
it is a natural prejudice in favor 
of those who are literate, know 


Hebrew, and are familiar. with 
the country. Even recent Amer- 
ican immigrants to Israel. some- 
times complain of such discrimi- 
nation. The latter, however, voice 
their protests by writing letters 
to the newspapers; the Moroc- 
cans express their unhappiness 
in the ways they learned in Cas- 
ablanca from the natives there. 


It is not an easy task to in- 
tegrate peoples coming from 4di- 
verse backgrounds, and to do 
so under conditions of economie 
difficulty. 








Record of Americans Going to Israel 
As Good As That of Any Other Country 


By M. Z. FRANK 

According to the Association 
of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel, there are about 6,000 
Americans and Canadians .who 
have stayed in Israel since 1948, 
cut of about 36,000 who have 
gone there. 

This is really 
not such a poor 
record, consid- 
ering the cir- 
cumstances, 
conditions in 
Israel, the 
prosperity and 
state of con- 
tentmentin 
American Jew- 
ry, the frequent incompetence of 
the Israelis in handling Ameri- 
cans and the downright sabotage 
the the American Zionists.

It is not a bad record even if 
compared with the second aliya, 
by which is called the immigra- 
tion, mainly from the Russian 
Empire, during. the decade be- 
iween 1904 and 1914. The num- 
ber of those who went did not ex- 
ceed by much the number of 
those who left America for Is- 
rae] during the first decade of 
the State. The ratio of those 
who remained was about one 
te ten as against one to six 
of Americans. Thousands and 
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thousands of the second aliya 
would-be settlers returned to 
Russia, migrated to the Ameri- 
cas and to Australia. Those who 
ere still living may be found 
everywhere on earth. 


YET THOSE who remained— 

including Ben-Zvi, Ben-Gurion, 
Sharett, Eshkol, Baratz and sim- 
ilar celebrities laid the founda- 
tions of the kibbutzim, the de- 
fense forces, the Histadrut, the 
secondary schools, and many 
other institutions without whicn 
Israel would not have come into 
being. 
Sharett’s family settled in Pale- 
stine during the first aliya (be- 
fore 1904) returned to Russia for 
a number of years and then set- 
tled again finally so that Sharett 
entered the first Hebrew second- 
ary school in Israel, the Herzliah, 
which he completed. There are 
many such cases. There are also 
cases of Americans who settled 
once, returned to America and 
resettled again. 

THE AMERICAN aliya of the 
pre-state period includes the for- 
eign minister, the mayor of Jer- 
usalem, the treasurer of the Jew- 
ish Agency. The post-1948 aliya 
includes young people of great 
promise, some of whom occupy 
important positions (director of 
El-Al, director of the PEC bank)

New York. The second aliya be- 
gan with individuai olim and with 
small groups of olim. As a mat- 
ter of fact, that is how all move- 
ments to Palestine began. Or- 
ganizations, presidents, vice-pres- 
idents, and other speech-makers 
and bureaucrats usually took 
over later and contributed as- 
sistance to an already existing 
movement. 


In 1908, four years after the 
second aliya began, the Zionist 
executive sent Dr, Arthur Rup- 
pin to Palestine to help it. 


The third aliya after World 
War I was organized not by the 
Zionist leadership, but by a fam- 
cus settler of the second aliya, 
Joseph Trupeldor, who went to 
Russia and founded Hechalutz. 


However, the assistance rend- 
ered. by official bodies was of 
great value and here is where the 
American Zionists have written 
the most disgraceful chapter in 
Zionist history. Just to mention 
one of many instances: In 1950, 
when the Association of Ameri- 
cans and Canadians in Israel 
was first founded and was in 
need of an office, the secretary 
wrote to Fred Monoson askinz 
for the use -of a room at the 
ZOA House in Tel Aviv. The re- 
ply, which I saw, was that the 





ZOA House was founded for 
“other purposes.” 

Y WAS TOLD by Abraham 
Redelheim that he has heen ac- 
tive in. behalf of the Association 
of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel. I hope this means a new 
leaf. Israel Goldstein, in a speech 
in March 1958, before the Amer- 
ican Jewish League for Israe), 
said that “if there was no such 
association we would have to 
invent it.” 

The surest way to help aliya 
is to begin by helping those who 
ore already there help them- 
selves, They neeq money for 
running an office. They need 
money for low interest mort- 
gages; they are in a better posi- 
tion to direct prospective immi- 
grants to proper channels than 
some bureaucrat in New York 
or in Jerusalem. 


FIRST LET vs see that the 
Americans already in Israel are 
kept happy and that more of 
them remain. That will help to 
éttract others. 

And, of course, we should start 
discussing the question of aliya 
more intelligently than in the 
past.

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The American Council for Judaism seems to be main- 
«iaining a strict silence about the disclosure by The POST 
and OPINION (P-O, July 17) that the imflammatory speech 
delivered by ex-Sen. Ralph Flanders of Vermont attack- 
ing the loyalty of U. S. Jewry was written by Leonard 
Sussman, national executive director of the American 
“ouncil for Judaism. 
. THIS POLICY IS evidently being adopted in the be- 
ef that the Council can ride this one out. 

This is a mistaken view, because the disclosure is not 
uv incidental breach of ethics by the Council for Judaism. 
t is a major blunder from which no organization could 
iope te emerge unscathed. 

{ts failure to apologize is clear enough evidence that 
he organization has no regard for Jewish public opinion 
and will lese no opportunity to attack the U. S. Jewish 
‘ommunity using tactics which would be abhorrent to any 
-ight-thinking person. 

THE COUNCIL HAS now been unmasked for what 
it is, and without doubt, it not only will begin to lose 
its former adherents, but will have no opportunity to 

enlist new members from the Jewish community at large. 

IN OTHER WORDS, the disclosure is in fact a death 
blow to the Council. 


INDEPENDENT ACTION 


The National Jewish POST and OPINION was told 
about the projected Jewish [nformation Society (P-O, July 
3) at the annual convention of Reform rabbis, the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, but was pledged to keep 
the news off the record until final plans could be effected, 

which was estimated at a year hence. 

THAT VERY WEEK, the news item broke in The 
New York Times, given to the reporter for that paper by 
a rabbi connected with the new group. 

Now a co-chairman of the body, Rabbi Aaron Rine, 
ef Chicago, has resigned (P-O, July 31) over the implied 
aim of the group actively to seek-proselytes as-against a 
goal of merely providing information about Judaism, which 
may or may not lead to conversign. “ 

iT IS EVIDENT that the new body hasn’t been blessed 
with the Kind Of organization which we usually associate 
with a national Jéwish body. It quite obviously lacks the 
professional touch. 

Ben Maccabee, the prime mover of the new group, 
is a Chicago engineer—a Conservative Jew. He is an un- 
known quantity to the U..S. Jewish community, but we 
wish him well. 

THE FACT THAT this effort has gotten off to a poor 
start is not altogether against the group. It has to learn 
by trial and error, and we prefer this approach to the 
smooth-kind of operation, but one lacking in vision and 
imagination, that might have been launched under other 
auspices. 

And that brings up the question of why this very im- 
portant movement should have been developed in the 
midwest, and by a comparative unknown to organized Jew- 
ish life, as against the sponsorship by any number of pow- 
erful American Jewish organizations with the necessary 
resources and skilled personnel. 

THE ANSWER MAY lie in the resignation of Rabbi 
Rine. 

For over 1500 years Jews have not sought to win con- 
verts to their religion. Regardless of the reasons for the 
inertia, this history has built up around them the force 
of tradition. Therefore this kind of novel departure for 
World Jewry is not easily accepted. 

As witness we might refer to Rabbi Moshe Davis’ 
dec'aration (P-O, July 31) that it is not the nature of 
Judaism te seek converts or go in for proselyting. 

We hope that Ben Maccabee will persevere. We like

NEWS NOT CONTRADICTORY 


The news item in last week’s issue of The P-O, which 
had the American Jewish Congress reporting a survey: to 
show that discrimination against Jewish applicants to col- 
leges was decreasing and the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B’rith claiming that there was little change in the 
bars set by medical schools against Jewish would-be doc- 
tors is not as contradictory as it might at first seem. 

THE CONGRESS POLL was made of college-bound 

- Jewish applicants. 

The observation by Arnold Foster, of the ADL, te the 
effect that “the great medical schools of our land seem 
by some unique accident to admit the same percentage of 
Jewish students to their schools year after year” pertains 
to Jewish students four years later at the threshold of 
med school. 

SO THE NEWS has to be weighed—the good and the 
bad. But we’re happy to note that progress is being made 
in fighting the evil of discrimination against Jewish stu- 
dents at least at the freshman level. 

The observation that antiSemitic bias permeates the 
highest echelons of our education systems should cast a 
damper on too much optimism. Yet the good fight must 
be continued until those who control admission policies 
into all our universities at whatever level are made to

understand that selection of students should be based on 
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It is difficult te guage when a nation 
or a movement has passed from one phase 
of its activity or development into a new 
one, and often years are required before his- 
tory can make the judgement. 

YET THOSE who are astute enough ob- 
servers and close enough to the scene as to 
be able to mark quite acurately the peint 
of departure from one to another—as for in- 
stance Israel’s emergence into a nation where 
tremendous investment possibilities exist—will 
reap the rewards of their perspicacity and 
their willingness to back their judgement with 
capital. 

Without assuming the mantle of an in- 
vestment prognosticator, we'd be willing to 
say that Israel has passed the point where 
it was a place where investment was a dan- 
gerous activity, te one where the rewards are 
brightest just now. 


WE BASE THIS judgement on a number 
of facts. 

For one thing we note that foreign in- 
vestors—not Jewish— from places like Japan 
or France or Holland are seizing opportuni- 
ties, whether it is King Solomon’s copper 
mines at Timna, or the Haifa subway, or 
the oil pipeline to get in on the ground floor 
at a time when the chances for earnings are 
most propitious. 


IT IS WELL-KNOWN that Baron Roths- 
child and his backers have taken over the 
oil pipeline from Eilat to Beersheba and from 
thence to Haifa under terms which are most 
favorable. The price is $25 million and calls 
for constructing a new pipeline from Eilat 
to Beersheba which will. be double the size 
of the present one built by Israel, 

Now comes, word ot organization of an 
investment’ company in Engiand headed by 
Sir Henry J. d’avigdor-Goldsmid, and includ- 
ing the English branch of the Rothschild 
family and [srae] M. Sieff. These are British 
names which are to be reckoned with in the 
financial and industrial circles of the world. 

THE SALE OF the oil line to Roths- 
child interest gives a clue to the new ap- 
preach to foreign investments. Israel’s gov- 
ernment has decided that in order to pro- 
mote private investments it will retire from 
the field by selling out its interests whether 
they be in the oil pipeline, or in Fertilizers 
and Chemicals, Ltd., the tremendous chemical 
company which is the largest of its kind in 
that part of the world and has a great future. 


a 
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Israel acquired these interests either by 
outright construction when other private capi. 
tal was not available or by joans for expan- 
sions purposes to private companies when 
such private capital was not available in the 
first years of the Jewish state. 

AS FURTHER inducement to foreign cap- 
ital and as earnest that the government isn’t 
merely piaying a game with investors, hoping 
to delude them into bringing capital into Is- 
rael, the government has passed laws which 
are among the most liberal of any country 
in the world aimed at attracting foreign in- 
vestment. capital. 

An American company too has entered 
the field. It is Israel Investors Corp., spear- 
headed by Sam Rothberg, of Peoria, and 
backed by some shrewd American investors, 
who although they have given liberally te 
Israel causes, are motivated in this instance 
by a desire to aid I[srael’s economy in the 
best way’ they know how—by making shrewd 
investments wtih a tremendous potential for 
those who may decide to share in the effort. 
Some of the backers of IIC are familiar to 
you—Lou Boyar of Los Angeles, Melvin Du- 
binsky of St. Louis, Phil Lown of Boston, Ben 
Swig of San Francisco, and Col. Jacob Arvey, 
just to mention a few. 

SO FAR A MILLION dollars in stéck 
in the ITIL has been sold. The immediate goal 
is $10 million,.with $25 million set as a long- 


range aim. The stock may be purchased with- 


dollars; of ceurse, but also with Israel bonds. 

Here is what the backers of the new 
venture have to say about their planned op- 
eration: 

This company will operate on a com- 
pletely business-like basis. It is not our 
,intentio:u. to engage in anything | specula- 
tive. Our investment policy will be so 
directed that wherever possible we will 
buy the Israel government’s -holdings in 
proven enterprises that are now opera- 
ing on a profitable basis. The investment 
committee of this company in selecting 
its investments will keep in mind safety 
of principal, capital appreciation, and 
yield 

WE HOPE WE'VE given you a refresh- 
ing look at possibilities for developments in 
Israel which all of us welcome. Every time 
there is foreign investment in Israel, especially 
by Jews, it is a type of aliya, even though 
at this point it is aliya only with money. But 
it helps achieve the same thing—building up 
the land, and in many instances, we believe, 
will end in actual aliya.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would be very 
much interested in Knowing the origin 
of my name, Hauben, My father comes from 
a small town in Galicia called Przemysl. I 
really don’t think I spelled that correctly. To 
the best of°my knowledge the famity name 
Hauben has never been altered. 
FRANCES HAUBEN, 
Bronx 59, N. Y. 
HAUBEN is most likely a 
trade name. As such it is 
an abbreviation of Hauben- 
macher (a maker of ladies’ 
caps). There is another“ 
possibility however. If you 
are sure that the name has 
not been shortened, then 
Hauben is a colloquial term 
peculiar to one part of 
Germany only. There Hau- 
ben describes a man who is 
lean or hungry looking. Many of the com- 
missioners charged by the Austrian Gov- 
ernment in 1789 with choosing family 
names for Galician Jews, were natives of 
Germany and many of them reached into 
their own native folklore to produce such 
names. Perhaps your ancestor 170 years 
ago fitted the description conveyed by the 
term Hauben. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: 1 would appreciate 
your explanation of the name Pachter. 
I still remember my great-grandfather ‘who 
lived in Lublin, Poland. 
CHARLES PACHTER, 
New York City 
PACHTER, a lessee or farmer of Gov- 
ernment taxes or excise was a wide- 
spread Jewish occupation in Eastern Eu- 
rope of 150 years ago. Many taxes due

to the Government were not collected by 
the Government tax authorities but were 
farmed out to the highest bidder. The suc- 
cessiul applicant became the Government 
Pachter. Some Pachters specialized in the 
collection of the Government tax on the 
Sabbath candles. Others owned the ex- 
cise on alcohol, or tobacco. There are 
Pachters known to history who rented 
the Government impost on the number of 
windows in the taxpayer’s house. Your 
ancestor in 1796 was just such a Govern- 
ment tax farmer. Some of the leases were 
hereditary and were handed down from 
father to son. There was great prestige 
associated with this occupation. The Pach- 
ter usuaily stood out as a financial power. 
The term is related to the English “pact” 
a Government contract.

Only Those Going to Israel 
Should Back Aliya, Mr. Frank! 


and OPINION 
- I een waltag patiently 
for at least one of the Zionist 
leaders to answer Mr. Frank’s 
attacks on Zionism and I cannot 
sit back as an observer any long- 
er. The absence of any reply 
seems to give Mr. Frank in- 
creased license not only to berate 
the work of the Zionist Organiz- 
ation of America but to accuse 
the ZOA of discouraging the idea 
of aliya. 

LET US BREAK down the 
aliya to its simplest term which 
revolves around the individual. 
Mr, Frank, as many others do, 
writes of young American Jews 
going to Israel. I ask why should 
aliya be limited to young Jews? 
The answer from Mr. Frank 
would probably be that the rigors 
of living in Israel require a man 
to be young and, therefore, phy- 
sically capable of withstanding 
the hardships of living in Israel. 

While he believes this, he can 
be immune to the idea of aliya 
himself and very righteously tell 
all who would listen that Israel 
needs them. I am sure that Mr. 
Frank does not plan to go to 
Israel to live there—whatever his 
reasons may be—yet, he certain- 
ly would be a welcome asset to 
Israel. 

MANY OTHER of our elder 
Zionist leaders now residing in 
this country would not consider 
going to live in Israel and they, 


too, would be welcome assets. 
Israel needs more than just the 
brawn of young Jewish people. 
Israel needs an aliya of men who 
have lived long enough to be- 
come adept in art, science, law, 
medicine and finance. Compara- 
tively speaking, the older men 
have more of these attributes 
which come with time. Age can 
not be used as excuse to con- 
sider one immune to aliya. 

I am sure Mr. Frank will re- 
fute this logic in a very deft 
manner but he and all those who 
proudly proclaim that those who 
love Israel must go there to live 
should examine their own status. 
If these aliya “proclaimers” 
should suddenly find a multitude 
of reasons as to why they cannot 
go, then let them understand 
their false position in this mat- 
ter and realize that, if they are 
sincere in their thoughts, they 
should follow the example of 
Carl Alpert, your columnist, who 
lives there now. When Mr. Alpert 
issues an appeal for aliya, this 
will be the full essence of sin- 
cerity. 

NO MAN has the right to 
preach the idea of aliya in Amer- 
ica, when, upon examining his 
own conscience, he finds that he 
would be an asset to Israel de- 
spite any supposed “age bar- 
riers.”

WHY MISSIONIZE WHEN JEWS 
IN U.S. WITHOUT RABBIS 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 

I am using the privilege of 
this column hoping that it will 
draw the full attention of the 
readers to a critical situation 
which requires immediate action. 

FOR SOME years now the 
American Jewish public has been 


‘informed of the acute shortage 


of rabbis which prevails through- 
out the country. In particular 
Many communities of smaller 
size in non-metropolitan areas 
find it difficult to obtain and 
retain the services of a full-time 


. Tabbi. 


Jewish families which are scat- 
tered throughout the land find 
themselves without even the op- 
portunitiy of maintaining active 
contact with the Jewish com- 
munity and of providing any 
kind of Jewish instruction for 
themselves and their children. 
Despite many surveys and con- 
ferences no plan which holds the 
Promise of immediate action 
seems to be in the making. 

IT IS ALMOST ironical that 
we hear at the same time dis- 
cussions at Jewish conferences 
Which speak of missionary ac- 
tivities to non-Jews in America 
and even other countries, when 
large segments of American Jews 
are completely isolated from 
Judaism. In fact, thousands of 
American Jews are daily fur- 
ther estranged from their re- 
ligion because no religious teach- 
ing is made available to them. 

Immediate steps must be taken 
by the national rabbinical bodies, 
(Possibly Synagogue Council of 
America), so that the spiritual 
death of masses of American 
Jews can be halted, 


SUCH A PLAN can utilize pat- 


terns of community organization 
which were successfully tested 
in Germany and in other West- 
ern European countries before 
1939. This system was mainly 
based on a regional structure 
with the senior rabbi presiding 
as district rabbi and other relig- 
ious personnel at his disposal to 
take care of even the smallest 
village. 


In addition, a large number of 
circuit rabbis (as in North Caro- 
linha) could be utilized to cover 
outlying areas. It would also be 
advantageous to utilize rabbini- 
cal students during the long 
summer vacation to teach and 
preach in small communities 


that are not in a position to ob- 
tain a full time rabbi. 


The steps suggested are mere- 
ly pointers towards a plan which 


needs immediate implementa- 
tion.
